LONDON, Feb. 28.—The Russian bol- 
shevik commissary of finances, M.

paid there will be little danger of Red propaganda. 
We believe teachers are among the classes which 
are suffering from the decreased power of the dollar 
and that & is ungently important their compensa- 
tion be increased, We agree with Mr. Moore that 
underpayment produces discontent and a sense of 
injustice which predisposes most individuals to 
But we think that radicalism among teachers, 
such as it!is, is the result of theorizing rather than 
personal experience. Teachers usually graduate 
from the pupil’s desk to the teacher’s rostrum and 
have little of the education in practical realities 
which is the best antidote for radicalism. They 
find in the idealism of the Socialist or communist 
something morally ingratiating and intellectually 
plausible. Life gives them no acid test for the 
radical’s utopia, while sentiment swells the heart 
and it seems easy to correct inequities which re 
formers alwaya ascribe to existing conditions, laws, 
or institutions.. 
Mr. Moore says “the teachers are not trying to 
overthrow the government, but are trying to cor- 
rect the evils of special privilege, not by direct 
action, but by educating public opinion; not by | 
force, but by persuasion; not by bullets, but by 
ballots.” 
If they are doing this out of the school as citi- 
zens, teachers are within their rights. But we are 
inclined to think the distinction is not always re- 
spected or realized. We are also inclined to think 
that if teachers were as well grounded in the prin- 
ciples and history of American institutions as they

The simplest kidney test consists in 
giving a large quantity of water to drink 
and then noting how much it increases 
the urine and how soon the increase com- 
Mences. AQother simple test is to meas- 
sure the volume and the specific gravity 
of the night urine. The more technical 
tests are of two kinda. The first consists 
in giving some chemical or dye and then 
noting how quickly it appears in the 
urine and how long it takes the kidneys 
to eliminate it. The % consists in 


testing the urine and blood quantitatively 


for substances normally present in the 


neys. 

The dye tests consist in giving some 
dye, like indigo, carmine, or methylene 
blue, by the mouth, and then waiching

chemical generally employed is phenol- 
eulphonephthalein, Thia, too, is given by 
the mouth.

Springfield, IL, Feb. 28.—[Special.]

Revolution in Railway Finances. 

In preparation for the return ef the 
railways to the companies, after over 
| two years of government operation, both 
houses of congress have adopted a bill 


to provide for their finances. Their equip- 
ment is run down and inadequate, and 
their operating .expenses have increased 
so enormously that many of them are 
not earning their fixed charges, and few 
are earning dividends. 
In order to enable the companies to 
keep out of bankruptcy and restore the 
properties to an efficient operating basis 
the bill continues the present govern- 
ment compensation for six months and 
provides for a year and a half thereafter 
average earnings of 5% per cent on the 
“ value of the property used in the serv- 
ice of transportation.” This value is to 
be fixed by the interstate commerce 
commission. After March 1, 1922, the 
commission may change the average 
rate of return. — 

For the purpose of making rates which 
will yield 5% per cent the commission 
is to divide the country into districts. 
Each district will have its rates adjusted 
so that the aggregate return on all the 
railway property within its limits will be/|

E one piece house dress, No. 9571, 


shows an attractive way of ad- 
justing a sash, and is not at all 
difficult to make. The waist and 
skirt are cut in one, and before doing 


any cutting be sure and see that length 


and width measures corform to your 


own. Never do any cutting unti) the 
entire pattern has en laid on the 
cloth, each piece newtig accurately laid 
on as regards the right grain. All pat- 
terns show where each piece is to be 
on the straight or bias. 

Then, after the entire pattern has 
been cut out, make the sash first. If 


the cloth is not heavy, two pieces can) 


be cut for each sash length, and they 
can be seamed together on the wrong 
side down each length and across the 
bottom, then turned right side out, 
basted, and pressed smooth. 


Then the upper and front edges of the; 


side fronts are turned in, according to 
directions given with the pattern, and 
basted in position on each side of the 
front, and the sash ends are inserted in 
place before the basting is done. The 
side fronts are stitched to the front, 
the stitching perfectly pressed, first re- 
moving the bastings, and then the bal- 
ance of the dress is put together as 
usual. 

No. 9570 will be a pretty style for a 
thin dress for a small yxirl. And it can 
be made to either wear with a guimpe 
or be cut with a high or rounding neck. 

For a dressy little frock voile in a 
plain color such as delicate blue, tan, 
yellow, etc., will make up well and will 
need no other trimming than narrow 
black satin or velvet ribbon used as 
a sash ribbon, not over one inch wide, 
tied in rather short loops and moderate- 
ly long end. Then have plaited ruffies 
at neck and short sleeve ends of or- 
gandie or plain net. 

The best placket for the back of the 
skirt will be what is called the “ wash” 
placket. It is cut in one continyous 
length, and double the finished width. 
of course allowing for the turning in on 
each edge. It is basted in a seam on 
the wrong side, starting at the top on 
one side of the skirt, basting down to 
the end of the opening, and after clip- 
ping the skirt seam at this point con- 
tinue basting on up the opposite'skirt 
cage. The placket strip must be kept 
smooth at the turning, not even a 
slight pucker or bit of fullness being 
allowed. 

After the seam has been stitched 
and the bastings removed, it should be 
pressed with the seam laid towards the 
lacket strip, then the opposite edge 
ot the strip is turned in and hemmed 
down by hand over the seam. Before 
doing this look at the end of the open- 
ing and see if the stitching covers the 
clip made in the skirt, and if there is 
any imperfection there take several 
small backstitches around the turning 
so that the seam will be strong and 

flat. 

After the hemming down is finished 
turn the right side of the placket strip 
underneath for the faced side and let 
the strip on the left sidé of the opening 
extend out, making the extension side. 
The strip should be backstitched. or 
stitched on the machine across the 
turned under side, exactly at the place 
where the turning is made, to hold it 
place.

NOVEL DESIGN IN BUNGALOW. 
ANY are the variations in the 
exterior appearance of the brick 
bungalows that are the most 

3 popular type of homes with the 
city builders. Inside these houses are 
much alike, but outwardly they give 
the appearance of being extremely dis- 
similar. 

As I have explained before, brick 


bungalows are in greatest demand be- 


cause they are the most economical 
homes that can be erected in cities 
where there are building restrictions, 
as, for instance, within certain limits 
frame structures are not permitted 
because of the fire hazard. Thus does 


the home builder turn to brick for 
the exterior walls, However, the brick 
may be over frame or hollow building 
tile, or the walls may be of solid brick. 
But speaking of the variations in 
brick bungalows, a novél design is 
shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion. The foundation walls are run up 
well above grade, Dringing the norst 
fioor four feet gight inches.above the 
ground. Only about three-feet of ex- 
cavation is required. Also thie method 
permits ol much larger basement win- 
dows, providing a greater amount of 
The side walls also are run up 
so that there is a large amount of at- 
tic space, enough to provide space 
for a small sleeping room or two, or 
® playroom for the children. 
Attractive features of the exterior 
of this bungalow are the panel effect 
made with the face brick in the wall

above the first floor ceiling in the 
gables. A tile roof, of a deeper red 
than the face brick, makes a harmoni 
ous color contrast. 


The bungalow contains five rooms, 
all of good size. The living room, 
fourteen by twenty feet, is a cheerful 
room. At the front are four continu- 
ous windows, while at the side i... two 
others. Besides, all the other rooms 
are well lighted and ventilated. 3 

How,the rooms are arranged and 
their sizes are shown by the floor plan. 
The entrance door leads into a hall. 
The living room is connected with the 
hall by cased opening, while opposite 
is the dining room, twelve by fourteen 
feet six inches. At the rear is the 
kitchen, nine by eleven feet. 

A door in the interior wall of the 
dining room leads to a short hall, at 
either end of which is a bedroom. The 
one toward the front of the house is 
ten by thirteen feet and the rear room 
is ‘ten by twelve feet?’*’Betwéen the 
bedrooms and opposite the dining room 
door is the bathroom. Four closets, 
one in the entrance hall, one in the 
interior hall, and one off each of the 
bedrooms, provide storage space for 
clothing.
